he Indiana Repeater Council and all 

surrounding states are moving in a di- 
rection to require CTCSS or “tone” inputs 
for all open repeaters. This is a trend that 
has been in motion for at least 10 years 
now. There is a lot of flexibility, however, 
and the FWRC has drawn up a plan to ex- 
ercise that flexibility to ease the impact 
on all club members and any local ama- 
teurs using our repeaters. 


Here is our plan at the present. Please 
feel free to contact any BOD member and 
voice your concerns, we do want to hear 
from you! 


Proposed plan: 


1.) We will request new co-ordination 
from the Indiana Repeater Council for all 
our VHF & UHF FM voice repeater to list 
them as having 141.3 HZ tone input and 
output. 


2.) All systems will have a DTMF num- 
ber or sequence of numbers to turn off 
the tone on the input. 


3.) All systems will have a DTMF num- 
ber or sequence of numbers to turn on 
the tone on the input. 


4.) An option for the club will be a time 
delay automatic reset to turn on (or turn 


off) the tone on the input. 


5.) There will always be a 141.3 HZ tone 
on the output of the repeaters, so listen- 
ers will not hear any DX repeaters’ out- 
puts. 


6.) IF the tone on the input is enabled, 
there will be a voice announcement every 
hour that states “This is the W9TE FWRC 
repeater. Use a 141.3 HZ tone to access 
the repeater. Enter a DIMF of xxx to dis- 
able the tone”. In that way you know that 
tone is enabled and exactly how to turn 
it off. 


7.) We strongly suspect that the tone 
will end up being turned off about 80% of 
the time and only be used during Tropo 
band openings. 


8.) It is our hope that all machines in 
the Fort Wayne area will be set to the 
same tone, so that the 99% of you with 
tone in their radios will simply leave it 
turned on and forget about it! 


9.) D-STAR & ATV machines do not 
need CTCSS. No changes will be made. 


10.) The ARRL repeater book will list us 
as open machines with a 141.3 HZ CTCSS. 


11.) During any ARES or SKYWARN 
event, we presume that the first act will 


be to take the 
tone OFF. 


We have ex- 
amined the cur- 
rent CTCSS of 


area repeaters, 
and it is split 
50/50 roughly 


between the two 
tones for North 
East Indiana. A 
lot of systems are still using 131.8, but this 
will be slowly phased out, so we be lead- 
ing the way, unless this 141.3 is not avail- 
able and we need to select 97.4 instead. 
The IRC has stated that they will NOT al- 
low any new 131.8 systems in NE Indiana. 


Unless we hear of any valid reasons to 
the contrary, this plan will be implement- 
ed over the next year and a half. Since 
repeaters are now the predominate en- 
try method to amateur radio, it is essen- 
tial that the clubs in the area have good 
working machines that are properly coor- 
dinated, with no worries that the FCC will 
kick us off the air!

Ds you ever think about working 
all the states but never figured you 
would want to go through the hassle of 
getting the cards? Well, join in the fun 
with the ARRL Centennial QSO Party. The 
ARRL has made working all states (WAS) 
and many territories easy and fun this 
year. 


While this event started January 1, 
there is still time to get involved as the 
event lasts until December 31, 2014. Ev- 
ery state is activated for one week twice 
throughout this year. You can work them 
on almost any mode you want, including 
digital modes. Along with this is an op- 
tional ‘points’ challenge. Read the whole 
story on the ARRL web site at http://www. 
arrl.org/centennial-qso-party/ . 


The best part is that you can confirm all 
the QSO’s and apply for awards through 
the ARRL LOTW logbook (visit http:// 
www.arrl.org/logbook-of-the-world). 
If you are not a member of this service, 
sign up now. Many computer logging 
programs provide an easy way of upload- 
ing your logs to LOTW with just a couple 
mouse clicks and then update your log- 
ging program with the confirmation. 


W1AW stations that are participating 
in the Centennial QSO party are signing 
with a portable designation. For instance, 
if an Indiana, Illinois or Wisconsin station 
were operating, the call sign would be 
W1AW/9. The exchange to you would in- 
clude the state they are operating from 
“W1AW/9, 59, Indiana”. Your report would 
be “your call sign, RST report and state” 
For instance on SSB “W9TE, 59, Indiana’. 
On CW“WOTE, 599, IN”. 


If you don’t currently use a DX packet 
spotting program, now is the time to 
start. | use VE7CC’s CCUser program. You 
can download it here - http://ve7cc.net/. 
It includes an alarm function that will tell 


you when a station is on the air and can 
even e-mail you a message to that effect. 
For the W1AW stations, you can set the 
alert to notify you by using a wild card, 
W1AW*. You can also set it to notify you 
when the station is on a specific band or 
even a band segment so you can receive 
notifications of a CW, digital or phone 
spot. 


You can use the CCUser program to 
connect to the internet DX spotting node 
here in Fort Wayne sponsored by the Fort 
Wayne DX Association (FWDXA). Just go 
to User/Cluster (Telnet) and from the pull 
down node arrow, select KR9U from the 
list. You can also connect via RF using 
your packet radio station on 144.91 MHz.

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UNUSUALLY QUIET START TO THE 2014 Storm SEASON 


By Jay Farlow, W9LW, Quadrant Director, IMO SKYWARN 


f you think this year’s storm season has been unusually quiet, 

you're right. And it’s not just the Fort Wayne area. Nationwide, 
the National Weather Service (NWS) Storm Prediction Center 
(SPC) estimates that 2014 tornado activity through April 21 was 
at a record low level. Figure 1 shows the distribution of tornado 
counts from through April 21 back to 1953. 2014 is the only year 
in the period that had 20 or fewer tornadoes by April 21.

Of course, severe weather season is far from over! In the NWS 
37-county warning area that includes Allen County, Ind., June 
is the top month for both tornadoes and severe thunderstorm 
winds, followed closely by July (see Figure 2 for tornado fre- 
quency by month). So be patient and remain prepared for spot- 
ter activations in the coming months. 
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Figure 2: Tornadoes by month in the 37-county warning area 
of the northern Indiana NWS office. 


New online weather reporting method available 


The northern Indiana NWS office has a new way for SKYWARN 
storm spotters to send reports via the Internet. A new spotter 
report form on the office’s website succeeds the old eSpotter 
website. The NWS plans to shut down the eSpotter site soon. 


The new Web form allows you to report a number of weather 


phenomena, including: 


Dense Fog 

Flood 

Hail 

High wind speed 
Tornado 

Funnel cloud 
Wind damage 
Snow 

Freezing rain 
Rainfall totals 


Reports entered into the new form appear on an Advanced 
Weather Interactive Processing System (AWIPS) workstation at 
the weather forecast office, where a meteorologist will notice it 
immediately. 


To get to the new form, visit the office's home page at www. 
weather.gov/iwx and click on the “Submit Report” link in the left- 
hand menu (under “Current Hazards”). Or, follow this link to get 
directly to the form: tinyurl.com/iwx-report. 


SPC seeks input on planned convective outlook changes 


The SPC plans significant changes to its Convective Outlook 
product, from which many SKYWARN storm spotters and others 
get their first indications that severe weather could occur. 


The SPC plans to expand the product's risk categories from 
four to five, while clarifying the category previously labeled as 
“See Text.” Convective outlooks would instead have a new “mar- 
ginal” category to denote areas with at least a five percent prob- 
ability of severe weather. The upper end of the current “Slight 
Risk” category would be renamed “Enhanced” (short for “En- 
hanced Slight”) to denote a threshold 30 percent probability 
of severe wind or hail and/or a 10 percent chance of a tornado 
during the Day 1 period. For Days 2 and 3, the “Enhanced” risk 
category would denote a 30 percent total severe probability. 
The Moderate and High risk thresholds will remain essentially 
unchanged. See figure 3 for an example. 


The SPC wants users of the Convective Outlook product, in- 
cluding storm spotters, to provide their opinions on the planned 
changes. The comment period ends June 17, 2014. Read details 
about the changes on the SPC website, where you can also fol- 
low a link to a survey.

Local NWS office getting new leader 


This month, a new meteorologist in charge (MIC) will report 
to the northern Indiana NWS office near North Webster. Mark 
Frazier will succeed Mike Sabones, who retired at the beginning 
of 2013. 


Frazier was previously MIC at Grand Forks, N.D. and has nearly 
24 years of experience with the NWS. Frazier began his career in 
weather forecasting as a meteorologist with the NWS Office in 
Pittsburgh in 1991, after receiving a bachelor’s degree in meteo- 
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rology from The Ohio State University in 1989. He was promoted 
to a general meteorologist position in 1994 and promoted to 
senior meteorologist in 1999, both at the Memphis, Tenn. NWS 
office. In November 2003, Frazier became warning coordination 
meteorologist at the Shreveport, La. office and in 2007, he was 
promoted to MIC in Grand Forks. 


Frazier has been directly involved with several significant 
weather events during his career, including nor’easters, tornado 
outbreaks, hurricanes, blizzards, and record flooding of the Red 
River of the North. While Frazier was at the Shreveport office, it 
received the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA) Bronze Award after Hurricane Rita of 2005. From 2009 to 
2011, the Grand Forks office received the Department of Com- 
merce Silver and NOAA Bronze awards for its handling of major

W1AW CENTENNIAL OPERATIONS SHIFT STATES ON ApriL 30 (UTC)

The ARRL Centennial W1AW WAS oper- 
ations taking place throughout 2014 from 
each of the 50 states will relocate at 0000 
UTC on Wednesday, April 30 (the evening 
of April 29 in US time zones), from New 
Jersey and New Hampshire to Connecti- 
cut (W1AW/1) and Nevada (W1AW/7). 
During 2014 W1AW will be on the air from 
every state (at least twice) and most US 
territories, and it will be easy to work all 
states solely by contacting W1AW porta- 
ble operations. 


In conjunction with the 100th anni- 
versary of the ARRL, the ARRL Centen- 
nial QSO Party kicked off January 1 for a 
year-long operating event in which par- 
ticipants can accumulate points and win 
awards. The event is open to all, although 
only ARRL members and appointees, 


elected officials, HQ staff and W1AW are 
worth ARRL Centennial QSO Party points. 


Working W1AW/x from each state is 
worth 5 points per contact, even when 
working the same state for the second 
time. 


To earn the “Worked all States with 
W1AW Award,’ work W1AW operating 
portable from all 50 states. (Working 
W1AW or W100AW in Connecticut does 
not count for Connecticut, however. For 
award credit, participants must work 
W1AW/1 in Connecticut.) A W1AW WAS 
certificate and plaque will be available.
